The Spanish commissioners this afternoon 
made their formal reply to the decision that 
Spain must agree to relinquish Cuba with- 
out any arrangement regarding the debt 
question. This reply consisted of a general 
protest against. the uncompromising atti- 
tude of America in overriding all ideas of 
equity and. international usage, and spe- 
cially protesting against the refusal of the 
American commissioners to discuss even 
the local communal dept. a 

Judge Day replied briefly and eurtiy; deny- 
ing that the United States-was acting un- 
justly and insisting that the terms of the 
protocol did net for any-diseussion of 
the debt. He said that the American com- 
missioners would take the reply of Spain 
under advisement, and, after communicating 
with President McKinley, would pr-scnt 
their final decision tomorrow afternoon. The 
session adjourned. 

It is learned tonight that tomorrow Spain 
will yteld to the United States under pro- 
test, but will reserve the right to reject 
this clause of the agreement if the whole 
document js not satisfactory. This will en- 
able the $panish commissioners to discuss 
the Philippine question before committing 
themselves irrevocably to the relinquish- 
ment of the sovereignty of Cuba without get- 
ting rid of some part of the Cuban debt.

The great storm from the North and 
Northwest, which began at 7 o'clock Tues- 
day evening, blew itself out at 10 o'clock 
last night on Lake Mighigan, but at that 
hour the wind showed wo indications of de- 


| creasing in violence on Lake HurOii; where 


it attained a greater Velocity even than on 
Lake Michigan. Widespread damage was 
done to lake shipping. 

As for the great lakes, the losses, though 
large, have been small compared with the 
historic storms of the past. Oct. 14, 1892, 
was the record-breaker of the present 
decade, when property reaching a million 
dollars was lost, together with sixty-six 
lives. 

In that storm the entire chain of lakes 
was swept by a furious northwester, but 
in this gale the lakes suffered in sections, 
Lake Michigan coming first, and Lake 
Huron next. - Today it will be the turn of 
Lake Ontario. 

Until the missing vessels are accounted 
for underwriters say they could make no 
estimates on the money losses of the storm. 
Chicago’s storm experience of Tuesday 
night and yesterday proved more disas- 
trous to shore property than any blow in 
recent years, not excepting the fatal gale 
of May, 1804, Hundreds of people visited 
the Lake Shore drive and other park ter- 
ritory where rocks and flag stones had beeh 
made the sport of the waves. Many ves- 
sels were brought safely to port by herolo 
tug crews and many sailors were rescued 
from peril by the life-savers. No life was 
lost. One dredge was wrecked. The other 
marine damage is nominal—loss of deck- 
loads and the shredding of sails. ;

STEAMER TUTTLE IS WRECKED. 


Grain Laden from Chicago, the Vessel . 

Is Swept Ashore Off Michi- 

gan City. 

Michigan City, Ind., Oct. 26.—[Special. }~ 
The steamer H. A. Tuttle, grain laden, from 
Chicago, is sunk at the mouth of the river, a 
total wreck. The seas are breaking over it 
and it is now broken in two. The crew was 
taken off by the life-savers after twenty 
hours of extreme peril. The Aberdeen, cun- 
sort of the Tuttle, was cast adrift on Lake 
Michigan last night, and when last seen was 
laboring heavily. Its whereabouts are un- 
known. 
The Tuttle loaded grain at Chicago on Sun- 
day, getting away at 1 o'clock on Monday 
afternoon with the Aberdeen in tow. The 
north gale was encountered, and at midnight 
last night both boats were laboring heavily 
in the seas and the steamer was forced to 
let the barge go adrift. At daylight this 
morning the seas, which had constantly 
filled the steamer’s decks, broke dowh two 
hatches amidships and tons of water ran 
into the hold. 
The men worked over the hatchways in 
constant danger of being swept overboard, 
and finally battened them down. But the 
water taken into the hold had been soaked 
up by the , and this the steam pumps 
could not remove, and a couple of feet were 
added to the seventeen feet draft the steam- 
er had when leaving port.

GALE DAMAGES WATER FRONT. 


Lincoln Park Sea Wall Badly Wrecked 
‘ —Total Loss Is Put at 
$81,500. 


. 


Chicago’s lake front is battered in spots 
Trom the Indiana State line to Evanston 
and beyond as the result of the storm which 
found a center here during the last two 
days. While no lives have been reported 
lost, the severity of the bjow—forty-eight 


miles an hour at its worst—was the greatest | 
since the gale of 1894 when the shore was 


strewn with wrecks and when many sailors 
perished. 

The total damage is estimated at $81,500. 
The objects that suffered most were the 

Jake shore promenades and walls, whose 
huge recks apd flags were battered down 
and tossed about like chips by the waves, 
The Lincoln Park boagd.has suffered mos: 
In this respect. It will require $35,000 to 
replace its wrecked ways. 

Afi indication of the fury of the storm 
is shown by the fact that the official clock 
in the hydrographic office in the Masonic 
Temple was stopped by the vibration of the 
big building. The hands pointed to 6:51:49 
when the pendulum ceased to swing. Lieu- 
tenant Willison says all clocks on the upper 
floors of high office buildings were similarly 
affected. 

North Side Drive Suffers. 

At Oak street there is a sharp turn in the 
shore line toward the east. The north wind 
sent the waves with especially terrific farce 
@gainst the bend, and ruin and havoc were 
the result. The Lincoln Park board will 
have to face a loss of $35,000, as great sec- 
tions of the sea wall were dismantled. Near 
Walton place the sea wall was torn away for 
several hundred feet and the cement s'de- 
walk torn up as if by an earthquake.

CORN DAMAGED BY STORMS. 


Reports from Several States Estimat- 
ing What the Losses of Crops 


Special dispatches to Trispune from 
Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, and other poiuts 
indicated that corn crops in some localities 
have been damaged by the continued rains 
which ended in storms of violence on Mon- 
day and Tuesday. 

Gaiesburg, Ill.,. reports that before the 
storm of last night the corn had commenced 
to mold on the stalk. About 20 per cent 
of the crop, which is light, is damaged. 

Springfield, IIL, reports that rain has seri- 
ousiy interfered with the gathering, and it 
is feared not more than half the crop will 
be saved, 

Arcola, Ills, reports corn rotting on the 


stalk. 

Rockford, Hil., reports the damage as 
triflirg. 

Ottawa, Ill, reports half the corn in La 
Salle County down, but in condition to be fed 
to hogs. The corn still standing will yield 
above the average. 

Logansport,, Ind... reports that most of the 
corn crop is §) y cribbed and that only 
damaged. i 

Indianapolis, Ind., reports that much corn 
in central Indiana is greatly damaged by 
frost after having been thoroughly water- 
soaked. The loss is estimated at 15 per cent. 

Fort Wayne, Ind., reports only light loses. 

Dubuque, Ia., reports that the storm dam- 
age there is light, as most of the corn was 
either eribbed or shocked, The storm was 
severe, with four inches of snow. 

Marshalitown, Ia., reports no material 
damage. 

Lansing, Mich., has reports from various 
points, all of which estimate the damage as 
serious. 


STORM OF 1894 IS RECALLED. 


Ten Lives Lost and Eight Vessels 
Wrecked in the Blow of That 
Memorable Year. 


The storm of May 18, 1804, wil be long re- 
membered fm Chicago. Ih tHis’ storm ten 
lives were lost and cight vessels wrecked. 
The scenes alang the lake shore, particularly 
between Van -Buren street.and South Cll. 
cago, were unparalleled. Strong southerly 
winds ‘had prévailed for séveral days, keep- 
ing the luntber fleet in Other ports. The 
wind’ shifted? around to the north, and ihe 
vessels quickly put sail for Chicago. Then 
the storm broke. 

Only the strongest and most ably managed 
vessels were enabled to niake port. Dozens 
of them were compelled to drop anchor out- 
side the harbor, but the fury of the waves 
dragged the craft. to the shore, where they 
were beaten to pieces. The wind was bit- 
terly cold, ard the water dashing over the 
decks of the doomed vessels froze the sea- 
men to the lines to which they were holding. 
It was impossible for the. tugs to go to the 
rescue, for not only were they unmanage- 
‘able, but the strongest towing hawser would 
snap like a cotton thread when an attempt 
was made to tow. 

The life saving crew did much to lessen the 
loss of life, but more than one vessel went 
down in sight of the thousands of horrified 
spectators who thronged the lake front, 

The damage was over $100,000, not taking 
into consideration the immense loss sus- 
tained by the Illinois Central railroad com- 
pany, which had several miles of its tracks 
undermined and ruined.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 26.—[Special.}]—In 
the order issued by the War department | 
today reorganizing the Seventh Army Corps 
the same troops which formerly constituted 
it still remain. — 

As now organized the corps consists of 
two infantry divisions of two brigades each 
and one cavalry brigade of two regiments. 

Illinois is well represented in this corps, 
having three regiments, the Second, Fourth, 
and Ninth. These troops will soon leave for 
Savannah, where they will embark for Ha- | 
vana Province and take station in the 
suburbs of the capital of Cuba until the 
Spanish army evacuates. 

The American troops will move into Ha- 
vana as soon as possible, and when a portion 
of the Spanish army leaves some of the 
American troopers will take their places. 

It is not expected the greater portion of 
this corps will arrive in Cuba until’the mid- 
dle of November, but when all of them get 
there Illinois will have a larger representa- 
tion in the army of occupation than any 
other State in proportion to the number of 
troops in the service. Out of five regiments 
still in the service, four will be a part of the 
army of occupation, the Eighth Infantry, 
colored, being already at Santiago, having 
been sent there to relieve the First, which 
was ordered home on account of sickness in 
that regiment. 

The Third is still in Porto Rico under 
orders to come home. Illinois has every 
reason to feel proud of its troops, as a larger 
phe gg of them saw service outside the 

nited States than the soldiers of other 
States. The officials at the War department 
speak in the highest terms of them, saying 
they acquitted themselves admirably in every 
respect, and had no complaints to make 
except when there were good grounds for 
doing so, and then they were made in a 
businesslike and soldierly fashion.

DISSENTING PULLMAN OPINION. 


Judges Craig, Wilkin, and Cartwright 
Give Their Views in the Suit Against 
| the Corporation. 


Judges Craig. Wilkin, and  Cart- 
wright, in the [Illinois Supreme Court 
at Springfield yesterday filed their dis- 
senting opinion in the case instituted against 
Pullman's Palace Car company by former 
Attorney General Moloney, in which case the 
court decided on Monday that the Pullman 
company’s charter did not clothe it with 
power to purchase the real estate on which 
the Town of Pullman is built, construct and 
rent the buildings, and own stock in the Pull- 
man Iron company. The dissenting Judges 
say that in the caze of almost every corpora- 
tion ita implied powers are more numerous 
and of greater importance than those ex- 
pressly granted in its charter. No rule can 
be stated by which can be determined with 
exactness just what the limits of the implied 
powers of a corporation are. These limits 
depend largely on the nature of the corpora- 
tion, its necessities, and the surrounding cir- 
cumstances. 

Continuing, they say that in the case in 
question the power given the defendant by 
its charter “is not simply to purehase, ac- 
quire, and hold such real estate as may be 
necessary for the purposes of the incorpo- 
tion, but such as may be deemed necessary 
for the successful prosecution of their busi- 
ness. 

“The use of the words mentioned, even if 
It does not otherwise amplify the power, is 
at least an indication of an affirmative leg- 
islative intention that the corporation should 
have and exercise some degree of discretion 
in respect to the amount of real estate it 
should acquire and hold, the same to be, as 
a matter of course, not an unlimited and un- 
bridled discretion, but a discretion to be ex- 
ercised in good faith and within reasonable 
limits."’ 

They say that if a lumber company or coal 
mining company may construct a dozen or 
a hundred houses to be occupied by families 
of their employés why may not the de- 
fendant build and rent 2,200 houses? The 
same reasoning is extended to the church, 
schools, arcade building, Hotel Florence, 
sewage system, gas plant and steam plant, 
parks, streets, and alleys by the dissenters. 


Radiator Company to Be Sued. 

Bremen; Ind., Oct. 26.—[{Special.]—The 
Holland Radiator company of this city has 
retained Attorney E. L. Decamp to com- 
mence proceedings against the American 
Radiator company of Chicago for $200,000 
damages. The complaint will be upon the 
same grounds as the suit of Mary G. Hen- 
nesy vs. The Chicago Lumbermen’s asso- 
ciation, in which a judgment for $6,000 for 
injury to her business was by the 
Illinois Supreme Court.

CUSTOMS RECEIPTS HEAVY. 


Santiago de Cuba, Oct. 26.—The foreign 
Consuls are considering the advisability of 
appealing to the powers to prevent a too 
hasty recognition of the Cuban government. 

Major Pettit, in command of the Untied 
States troops at Manzanillo, and Military 
Governor of the city, telegraphed today that 
the Cuban General, Rios, offers two armed 
men to assist the Americans in preserving 
order, merely asking rationsinreturn. Gen- 
eral Wood sent the following reply: 

Certainly not. The only conditions on which 
rations are to be issued are the complete disarma- 
ment and disbandinent of the troops. 

Some of the Cubans here consider that the 
United States is treating its allies badly in 
not allowing the Cuban forces to remain 
armed. They contend that the Cuban sol- 
diers, who have been fighting three years, 
who speak the language of the country, are 
better fitted for garrison duty than “ un- 
trained volunteers.” 

The Cuban General, Macia Rodriguez, vir- 
Sasene~ voices the sentiment of the Cuban 
army when he says: 

“ We thank the United States for the as- 
sistance it has given us, but the time has 
now arrived when the Cuban should be 
placed in the highest offices and should pre- 
pare to take over the island on the departure 
of the Spanish.” 

Cuban extremists here are jubilant at the 
feported attitude of the Cuban Assembly at 
Santa Crus del Sur, where the delegates, 
‘while expressing their gratitude to the 
Americans, practically demand ea distinctive 
Cuban government. 

The Cuban moderates, on the other hand, 
regret this stand, thinking it best for the 
United States authorities to contifue in 
charge of affairs for a year at least, so as 
to set things going and to prevent any come 
plications with foreign governments. 
|. . General Wood is fully resolved to allow no 
more paupérs to land here, especially no 
more from the West Indies, a class entirely 
unwilling to do hard work. One schooner 
from Jamaica and one from Hayti, loaded 
with negro emigrants, have been ordered to 


barkation. 

Lieutenant Victor Blue, in command of 
the prize gunboat Alvado, arrived here this 
morning from Guantanamo and left this 
morning to inspect the wrecks of the six 
| Spanish gunboats driven ashore July 8 by 
the United States warships with a view 
to raise some or all of them if possible. 

Lieutenant Blue says the Infanta Maria 
Teresa wil! leave Guantanamo next Sunday 
for the United States, going under its own 
steam, but accompanied’ by the Vulcan, 
which will be prepared to render any as- 
sistance necessary. 

The United States transport Roumanian 
arrived here today from Manzanillo en route 
for Guantanamo with Colonel Ray’s im- 
munes. Colonel Ray brought $3,700, repre- 
senting customs receipts at Manzanillo. The 
Bantia customs receipts for September 
were 233.81. It is expected that the re- 
ceipts for this month will exceed $100,000. 

Lieutenant Colonel Wiley, Lieutenant 
Governor of Santiagu, has applied for leave 
to return to the United States at the earliest 
opportunity, as he is suffering from fever. 


CAMP AND HOSPITAL CONDITION 


uiry Begins Business at 
Huntsville to Ascertain How In- 
valid Troops Fared. 


Huntsville, Ala., Oct. 26,—General Car- 
penter was the first witness examined by 
the Army commission today. He is in 
command here in General Wheeler's ab- 
sence.

Spain’s Counter Proposition. 
London, Oct. 27.—The Paris correspondent 
of the Times gays: 
“At today’s (Wednesday's) sitting the 
Spanish Peace Commissioners presented a 
new counter memorandum declaring their 


readiness, provisionally, to accept an article | 


of a preliminary treaty stipulating that, 
‘Spain shall relinquish all rights to sov- 
éreignty in Cuba without formulating any 
other claim,’ and to leave in suspense all 
remaining questions, especially the Philip- 
pines. 

“The Americans asked until tomorrow 
(Thursday) to reply to this new memoran- 
dum. This is regarded as a favorable sign, 
being a slight relaxation of the rigidity the 
Americans have hitherto shown. They are 
perhaps aware that thé Cuban and even the 
Spanish bondholders are becoming alarmed 
at the strange turn of the financial side 
of the discussion, in which Spain, the United 
States, and Cuba, with extraordinary 
unanimity and carelessness, all repudiate 
the Cuban debt. 

“Nobody will be able to force Spain to 
accept the debt, for, epart from bankruptcy, 
she could only meet the liabilities at the ex- 
pense of her foreign bondholders, who, by 
a strange anomaly, would thus have to pay 
for the independence of Cuba. It is not like- 
ly that the United States or any other power 
can or will force Spain to ruin herself by 
meeting the Cuban debt, and it will then 
either be a total loss for Europe or be paid 
by the Spanish bondholders. 

“* If, in these circumstances, an agreement 
cannot be effected America will indeed be 
wise to refer the question to the arbitra- 
tion of impartial men, entirely disinterested 


in this delicate matter.”

Archbishop Chappelle, Apostolic Dele- 
to Cuba and Porto Rico, Tells 
of Pope Leo’s Position.

Paris, Oct. 26—Archbishop Chapelle of 
New Orleans, whose appointment as Apos- 
tolic Delegate to Cuba and Porto Rico has 
already been announced and who will also be- 
come Apostolic representative in the Philip- 
pines should the United States take posses- 
sion of the archipelago, has arrived ‘n Paris, 
after discussing the whole situation with 
the Pope. He called yesterday on a member 
of the American commission, | 

Archbishop Chapelle is a warm personal 
friend of President McKinley, and as the 
question of church and state is one of the 
most serious problems facing the govern- 
ment in the new territories, the importance 
of Mgr. Chapelle’s opinions, derived directly 
from the Pope, can hardly be exaggerated. 

Tonight the Archbishop said the Pope was 
absolutely in accord with the conditions of 
religious liberty existing in the United States 
and would heartily welcome the same rela- 
tion of church and state in Cuba, Porto Rico, 
and in the Philippines, should eyents es- 
tablish our flag there permanently. He said: 

“The Holy Father will welcome in the 
new territories the happy order of tidings 
under which the church has prospered in 
the United States. He helieves in religious 
liberty before all things. My duties will 
be to enable the Bishops to place the church 
on a footing suitable to the new political 
changes that will take place by virtue of 
the treaty of peace within my sphere and 
the duties proper to my position. 

“As a thoroughly loyal American, I may 
be able to help our government in the work 
of reconstruction. The political and social 
welfare of the people of these islands will 
greatly depend upon proper reorganization. 
The United States will readily understand 
its political and economical interests, .as 
well as the honor of the country among na- 
tions, require that their work of reorganiza- 
tion should be carried out with justice and 
equity to all. My duty will be to look after 
the liberty of conscience and to the protec- 
tion of persons and property. , 

“Our honor is at stake. The nations of 
the earth are watching us with envious and 
admiring eyes, and we must not treat the 
islanders as inferior peoples.”

WANAGERS NOT SANGUINE 


Admissions Made at Executive 
fommittee Session Show 
Fear of Defeat. 


ORDERS SENT TO WORKERS, 


As a last resort the Democratic managers 
have determined to make an appeal to the 
German vote. They will base it on the 

«ground that George Kersten, a German, is 
at the head of their county ticket and make 
the claim that the Democrats have always 
been friendly to the German people. 

When the Democratic Executive commit- 

ee met at its headquarters yesterday after- 
noon it was not a joyful gathering. In public 
gtatements and interviews the managers had 
tended to be pleased with the registration 

of the day before and had talked loudly of the 
majorities they expected to pile up.. When 
they got behind the locked doors of the com- 
mittee-rooms, however, all this was laid 


aside and the question asked: What shall 


be done to save the ticket?’’ All sorts of

mised well until finally Secretary Burke 
suggested that if something could be done to 
rally the German vote to the Democratic 
cause the day was not lost yet. This was 
agreed to and the only question asked was:

After going through the registration fig- 
ures and determining their chances of suc- 
cess, the Campaign committees of both po- 
litical parties yesterday cleared the decks 
for a ten days’ campaign that promises to 
be noisy and interesting.

Republican managers 
contend, therefore, that the Democratic 
ticket will not receive more than 150,000 
votes, They estimate that the total poll in 
Chicago and Cicero will reach 325,000.

TANNER FAVORS 
NEW MINE LAW. 


Illinois Governor Would: Pro- 
hibit the Building of 
Stockades. 


WANTS A MINIMUM SCALE 


Believes the Legislature Should 
Fix Prices to Be Paid 
to Miners. 


OPPOSES IMPORTED LABOR. 


St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 26.—[{Special.]—Gov- 
ernor John R. Tanner entertains some ideas 
which if embraced in his next biennial mes- 
Sage will add unusual zest to the coming 
session of the Illinois Legislature. 

He will urge legislation preventing the 
building of stockades around coal mines. 
He thinks the Legislature should make laws, 
stringent in their nature, on the questior. of 
the importation of labor from States out- 
side of Illinois. 

There is no doubt of his intentions in these 
respects. He will make a fight for these bills 
and they will undoubtedly be combated by 
= mine-owners and other parties in inter- 


But Governor Tanner has another proposi- 
tion In his mind, one of more vital impor- 
tance and far reaching in its effects. He 
holds, in brief, that coal Is one of the neccs- 
sities of life. He maintains that its pro- 
duction ought to a certain extent to be con- 
trolled by legislative enactment. He thinks 
that coal-mining corporations are quasi- 
public in their character, and therefore sub- 
ject to legislative control. He believes, too, 
that the operation of the law can be made 
to affect individuals or firms engaged: in the 
business of mining coal. 


Favors Minimum Wage Scale. 


The Tanner idea is to fix the minimum 
price of the wages of coal miners, to be es- 
tablished by a board of commissioners to 
be either elected or appointed for that pur- 
pose. He believes, also, that this board, 
which should be composed of three or five 
men, should make a careful investigation 
into the conditions of every mining property 
in Illinois, no matter of what size. The 
examination should take into consideration 
also the depth of the mine, the vein, and the 
physical conditions of the property. It 
should also include the proximity of the 
mine to market and the charges of trans- 
portation for the output. Then the commis- 
sion should be empowered to say that the 
owner of any given mine should pay a mini- 
mum wage of so much per bushel or ton, as 
the case may be, to the miner who digs the 
coal. 

He has followed the idea of the law under 
which the Railroad and Warehouse commis- 
sion of Illinois was created and exists today. 
He thinks this principle should be applied 
to coal mines, the only difference being that 
in the case of the railroads the board fixes 
@ maximum rate, and in the case of mines 
Governor Tanner would have the commission 
establish a minimum rate. 


One Difficulty in the Way. 


He is a little perplexed over one proposi- 
tion involved—to wit: that great difficulty 
might arise in case the operatives in other 
States might take advantage of the rates 
imposed by the Illinois commission and 
undersell the Illinois product. He has gotten 
this idea firmly into his mind now and wiil 
undoubtedly make some public declaration 
on the subject when his next message goes 
to the Legislature. He thinks a minimum 
rate would have a tendency to put a stop 
to all coal mining strikes and believes the 
legisiation to be wise and beneficial. 

What a merry row the propositions above 
referred to will make when the Legislature 
meets! All coal operators in Illinvis from 
one end of the State to the other will fight 
these bills to the bitter end. Governor Tan- 
ner’s intentions in these respects are no 
longer confined to himself. Any number

President McKinley arrived at Philadel- 
phia a few minutes before noon on a spe- 
cial train from Washington. Mrs. McKin- 
ley was with him, and with the party were 
also Postmaster General Charlies Emory 
Smith, Secretary of War Alger and Mrs. Al- 
ger, Secretary of Agriculture Wilson and 
Miss Wilson, Solicitor General Richards, 
John Addison Porter, Secretary to the Pres- 
ident, and Assistant Secretary Cortelyou. 

At 6 0o’clock this evening President McKin- 
ley attended a banquet at the Union League 
and later was tendered a reception there. 
Meanwhile Mrs. McKinley was given a re- 
ception in the ladies’ parlor at the Bellevue. 

President C. Stuart Patterson of the league 
welcomed President McKinley and the latter 
responded briefly, simply a word of thanks. 

Among those at the table were Vice Presi- 
dent Hobart, Postmaster General Smith, 
Secretary Wilson, Secretary Alger, General 
Miles, Commodore Philip, Captain Robley 
D. Evans, Captain Sigsbee, Generals Shaf- 
ter, Wheeler, Chaffee, Patterson, Sumner, 
Lawton, Young, and Sickels, Private Secre- 
tary Porter, Commodore Casey, Captain A. 
Paget of the Royal British Navy, Governor 
Hastings, and Mayor Warwick. 

At the reception which followed there were 
fully 4,000 guests. The crowd was so great 
that the President was not even asked to 
say anything. He stood In one of the side 
rooms, the line of visitors passing and shak- 
ing him by the hand. The Marine Band and 
the First Pennsylvania Regiment Band and 
the regular orchestra of the league were in 
attendance. 

The only speech made by the President 
was a brief one as he was leaving the Un‘on 
League shortly before 11 o’clock. A tremend- 
ous crowd of people had gathered in the 
street outside the building. Mayor War- 
wick and Naval Constructor Hobson passed 
out of the door just ahead of the President, 
and, upon reaching the top of the steps 
leading to the sidewalk, the Mayor presen‘ed 
Lieutenant Hobson to the crowd. A great 
cheer arose and the hero of the Merrimac 
bowed his acknowledgment. Then ihe 
President was introduced to the vast con- 
course of people by the Mayor. When tlie 
cheering which followed the introduction 
of the President had subsided Presidgnt ao- 
Kinley said: 

“You have cheered the President of ine 
United States and also cheered a hero of the 
late war. If you will be patient a few ino- 
ments you will have an opportunity to cheer 
other heroes of the Merrimac.” 

The President then withdrew and was es- 

corted to the hotel. 
A moment later four of the crew of the 
Merrimac came from the building and were 
presented to the crowd. They received a 
most tumultuous’ greeting. The Merrimac 
heroes then retired and the crowd in the 
street gradually dispersed. 


REMANDS SCALPERS TO JAIL. 


Judge Dunne, However, Declares the 
Ticket Act Unconstitutional— 
Railway Men Pleased. 


Judge Dunne yesterday morning handed 


down an opinion in reference to the habeas 


corpus proceedings brought for Ticket 
Brokers A. J. Geis, Hogan B. Cosby, and 


David Wasserman, who were indicted last 
January for alleged violation of the ticket 
scalpers act, holding that the act was un- 


constitutional, but that unconstitutionality 
of a law 1s insufficient to warrant the re- 


lease through habeas corpus proceedings of 
persons held under its provisions. Accord- 


ingly he dismissed the petition and remand- 
ed the relators to custody. 
’ A similar @¢ase, brought for Ticket Brokers 
Marks and Nye, is now pending before Judge 
Gibbons. 

The representatives of the railroads inter- 
ested, who have contended that the habeas 


corpus proceedings could not properly be 
brought to test the constitutionality of the 
statute, regard the decision as a signal vic- 


tory. 


Attorney Forrest, who was retained by 


the State, said: 
“The ruling in the Jonas case is not in 


conflict with the ruling of the federal Su- 
preme Court or the other State courts, be- 
cause the statute of the State of Illinois 
differs from the statutes of other States and 
also of the United States.”’

WILL IMPROVE 
RIVER CHANNEL, 


Government About to Begin 
Removal of Obstructions 
to Navigation. 


MUCH LAND TO BE TAKEN 


Real Estate Board Committee Is 
to Appraise Values of the 
Parcels. 


CHART MADE BY ENGINEER. 


A committee of the Real Estate board, 


consisting of George Birkhoff Jr., William A. . 


Bond, and E. H. Fishburn, will begin on next 
Tuesday, Nov. 1, the task of appraising 
twenty parcels of real estate which the 
United States government proposes to ac- 
quire by purchase or condemnation for the 
purpose of making straight that crooked 
path of commerce, the Chicago River, or at 
least of cutting off the land noses that most 
obstruct navigation. 

Congress appropriated $400,000 last July 
for this improvement, and work will be be- 
gun in all probability before midwinter. 
After the appraisement is completed owners 
of the land will be asked to name their low- 
est selling prices. If the Secretary of War 
approves, these prices will be pafd withuut 
court proceedings. Some portions will have 
to be acquired by condemnation, but work 
can be begun as soon as the government has 
title at any point. 

The first work will be rebuilding docks pre- 
paratory to dredging a channel. This can 
be done in winter as well as in summer, and 
United States Assistant Engineer G. A. M. 
Liljencrantz, who, under the direction of 
United States Engineer William L. Marshall, 
prepared the plans for the work, expects 
that considerable progress will be made be- 
fore the navigable season reopena 


Test with Model Boat. 

In making his study of the channel En- 
gineer Liljencrantz constructed a _ paste- 
board model of a steam vessel with 48 
feet beam and 432 feet length and attempied 
to maneuver it through the tortuous w'nd- 
ings oftheriver. The places that obstructed 
the passage of the vessel were marked, and 
the Real Estate Board committee will at- 
tempt to discover the value of the parcels so 
marked. 

Beginning with the South Branch, the first 


place selected for improvement is the west 


draw of the Eighteenth street bridge. By 
removing a triangular slice of land contein- 
ing 11,366 square feet south of the bridge and 
two narrow triangles north of the bridge ag- 
gregating 4,750 square feet, the vessel rep- 
resented by the pasteboard model would be 
able to slide past the bridge. 

The next bad place is 700 feet east of Halt 


sted street bridge, where the Sanitary Dis- 


trict has removed 15,965 square feet of land 
and where the government purposes to elice 
off 7,702 square feet more. Further south 
the engineer found that 12,054 square feet 


must be sliced off the dock at the fooi oP 


Fisk street. At Throop street bridge 10,268 
square feet of gas company property on the 
south side of the river and the 9,294 square 
feet on the north side of the river, both east 
of the bridge, must be cut off. The Sanitary 


board will extend the cut west of the bridge. 


At Junction of Forks. 


At the junction of the south and west forks 


of the South Branch a thick nose of 9.144 
square feet is to be taken off for the purpose 
of allowing vessels to pass from one chaunel 
to the other. Between Hickory and Fuller 
streets the engineer says he found 22.600 
square feet of the river had been grabbed by 
abutting property-owners. 

Te remove the worst obstruction and ren- 
der the channel barely tolerable it is intend- 
ed to cut out 6,988 square feet of land from 
the vicinity of Fuller street bridge. At 
Archer avenue bridge 18,790 square feet of 
the !and of the Illinois Steel company must 
be removed, and directly across theriverisa 
sharp corner where 1,603 square feet are 
marked for paring off. 

On the North Branch an ugly obstruction 
is found directly in. front of the east draw 
of Erie street bridge, which the city once 
condemned but never removed. The govern- 
ment will slice off 4,650 square feet. Slices 
must be taken from the banks on both sides 
of the rivey south of Webster avenue, end 
another slice is marked just south of the 
north bridge of the Chicago and Northwest- 
ern railroad. The three parcels aggregate 
8,888 square feet. At Fullerton avenue 
bridge 1,537 square feet must be taken off to 
make the west draw passable. 

The entire project contemplates the pur- 
chase and removal of 123,100 square feet of 
land and the construction of4 linet feet 


of dock.

ADOPTS THE NEW CREED. | 


PLYMOUTH CHURCH ACCEPTS THE 
INNOVATION, 


Decision Is Arrived At After a 
Thorough Discussion of the Ques- 
tion in All Its Phases—But One Vote 

Is Recorded Against the Change— 

‘Dr. Gunsaulus and the Rev. Arte- 
mas J. Haynes Explain the Details 
to Members. 


Plymouth Congregational Church last 
night adopted the new creed prepared by the 
committee appointed for that purpose. The 
final vote was not reached until after a long 
discussion, Dr. Gunsaulus, Mr. Haynes, and 
the members of the committee defending the 
creed as read against the questions of sev- 
eral members who feared it would not be 
understood as broad enough. 

The committee had endeavored to embody 
in the articles presented a recognition of five 
historic creeds, and it was over the presence 
of these that the contention was made. The 
final vote was carried with but one dis- 
senting voice. 

The new creed takes the place of al! mat- 
ter in the present manual relating to the 
statement of beliefs and acceptance of mem- 
bers. Its only requirements of candidates 
for membership is a belief in Christ and the 
repentance of sins.

Discuss the Report. 

Dr. John H. Hollister read this report. A 
discussion whieh lasted over two hours was 
taken up when he had finished. Isaac H. 
Pedrick, Frank G. Logan, and O. B. Taft 
spoke for those who feared that the refer- 
ence to the historic creeds would be mis- 
understood. 

They wanted to know to what extent the 
first paragraph was an expression of be- 
liefs which the individual member was ex- 
pected to conform to. They feared that 
those whom they were seeking to admit by 
adopting this new creed would be mystified 
by the allusion to these historic creeds as 
a basis. 

Dr. Gunsaulus and Mr. Haynes were kept 
busy explaining the position of the new 
creed.. Dr. Gunsaulus sald he did not wish 
to depart from the historic grounds of the 
church; that the new creed placed Plymouth 
Church for the first time in fellowship with 
the Congregational churches, and that it 
was intended to invite the fellowship of any 
man, no matter what his beliefs, so long as 
he held a sincere desire to follow the Chris- 
tian life. 

Mr. Logan thought the creed as read was 
vague and wished that it might either state 
that the five creeds were accepted as creeds 
or that they might be called history. Mo- 
tions were made with the intention of 


‘further separating the former part of the 


articles from the confession of faith or 
covenant. 

After Dr. Gunsaulus’ explanation these 
were withdrawn. 

Miss Flora Starr proposed that the creed 
be made simpler, and hers was the one dis- 
senting vote when the adoption was at last 
carried. 


BENJAMIN W. UNDERWOOD DEAD 


Pioneer Member of Chicago Board of 
Trade Succumbs to a Sudden Attack 
_ of Neuralgia of the Heart. . 


Benjamin W. Underwood, secretary of the 
Omaha Packing company and one of the 
oldest members of the Chicago Board of 
Trade, died suddenly of neuralgia of the 
heart yesterday afternoon at his residence, 
8008 Prairie avenue. 

Born &t Harwich, Mass., on July 7, 1841, 
he came to Chicago in 1856 and was shortly 
afterward admitted as a member of the 
grain and provision firm of P. L. Underwcod 
& Co., his brother being the senior partner. 

At the commencement of the civil war the 
firm recruited a company of the Seventy- 
second Illinois Regiment, of which Benja- 
min W. Underwood was acting adjutant 
under the command of General Stockton. 

After the war Mr. Underwood continued in 
the grain business under the firm names of 
B. W. Underwood & Co. and Underwood & 
Matthias. In 1890 he went to Hutchinson, 
Kas., to manage the Hutchinson Packing 
company, and, returning to Chicago in 1804, 
entered the employ of the Omaha Packing 
company. He was married in 1865 to Frances 


’ Parsons, daughter of Augustus B. Parsons 


of Chicago. 

Mr Underwood left a widow, a son, Wal- 
ter H., of Hutchinson, Kas.; and a daughier, 
Mrs. Chester Snow of Boston, Mass. 


Raphael Guthmann. 

Raphael Guthmann, a retired merchant, 
and Srominent in Chicago trade circles ba- 
fore the fire of 1871, died at his residence, 
8801 Prairie avenue, on Monday night of 
rheumatism of the heart. He was born at 
Hamm, Germany, on Nov. 16, 1825, and 
came to Chicago in 1853. He taught Ger- 
man and French in the Chicago high schools, 
and commenced his business career as a 
partner in the abstract and banking busi- 
ness of L.. Mayer & Co. He afterwards 
founded a business for the importation of 
Rhenish wines, but was burned out in the 
fire of ’71 and retired. He was one of the 
original officers of the Michael Reese Hos- 
pital, and one of the founders and first mem- 
bers of the Sinai Congregation. His widow 
survives him. Funeral arrangements have 
not yet been completed.

‘Smith M. Weed, who gained some

is credited with the design of bringing be- 
fore-Congress at ite next session a scheme 
for the annexation of that republic to the 
United States. If it should materialize it 
will not be the first time the same proposi- 
tion has been before Congress. ' 

- ‘The importance of a naval station was 
peverely felt during our civil war, and 
soon after its close Mr. Seward, who was 
still Secretary of State, began to negotiate 
with Denmark for the .acquisition of the 
Island of St. Thomas. In the year 181i 
he made a visit to both San Domingo and 
St. Thomas, and the following year a treaty 
was concluded for the purchase of the lat- 
ter at a cost of $7,000,000; and, although 
the transfer was approved by an almost 
unanimous vote of the inhabitants of the 
island, it failed on account of non- 
action by Congress. The same year the 
Dominican republic made an offer to leasc 
the great Bay of Samana on the northeast 
‘coast of the island to the United States . 
for the sum of $5,000,000. During the 
first year of President Grant’s admfinis- 
tration (1860) he sent General Babcock 
hs a special agent to investigate the con- 
dition of the island, and in November fol- 
lowing a treaty for the annexation of tle 
Tepublic, together with a perpetual lease 
of the Bay and Peninsula of Samana, was 
concluded, and the federal fiag formally 
raised there on Dec. 6, 1869. In a special! 
message to the Senate in May following 
President Grant strongly commended 
favorable action upon the treaty, but it was 
finally rejected through the vigorous op- 
position of Senator Sumner and others. 
This ledto a lasting breach between Grant 
and Sumner, and the final removal of the

Dominican republic embraces. the: 
eastern ‘portion of; the Islan of San 
Domihgo (or, Hayti), while the colored re- 
public of Hafti otefipies the western, The 
former originally belonged to Spain, while: 
the latter before achieving its independence 
in the early part of the present century 
was a ‘dependency of France. The area of 
the whole island is a little more than 28,000 
square’ miles—or about hajf that of the 
State of Ilinois—of which two-thirds be- 
long ‘to the eastern republic and the re- 
mainder to the western. Latest estimates 
give to each a population of not far from 
600,000, made up chiefly of negroes and 
mixed races, there being a larger admix- 
ture of whites in the eastern republic than 
in the western, with a somewhat higher dec- 
gree of civilization in the former, though 
both are at a low ebb and have been sub- 
ject to frequent revolutions. The language 
of the population of each follows that of the 
nation to which they formerly belonged. 

The Island of Hayti is the second in size 
of the West Indies, while geographically 
it lies between Cuba and Porto Rico, with 
the Windward Passage separating it from 
the former and the Mona Passage from 
the latter. Lying directly under the path 
of commerce between our north Atlantiq, 
cities and South America, at the gate of the 
Caribbean Sea, it would be capable of a 
vast and profitable development under a 
stable end progressive government. 


THE TOTAL REGISTRATION, 

The second day of registration is over. 
The weather could not have been much 
worse than it was, and yet exactly 182,374 
men had their names put on the books. Of 
these a majority wndoubtedly were Repub- 
lieans. The appeals of the press and the 
efforts of,the party managers bore fruit in 
the largest second day’s registration yet 
known. It exceeds that of the same day 
in 1894 by 30,000 and in 1806 by 22,000. 
The voters have made amends to a consid- 
erable extent for the indifference displayed 
by them a week ago last Tuesday. | 

The total registration, however, in the 
city and Cieero amounts to only 326,307. 
That will be decreased a little probably 
when the lists have been revised and the 
names of those who have registered unlaw- 
fully have been stricken off. There has 
been a good deal of false registering done 
in the interest of Democratic candidates in 
the Seventeenth and Eighteenth Wards. 
Undoubtedly it will turn out on investiga- 
tion that fraud, thongh perhaps not on so 
extensive a scale, has been attempted in 
other wards. | 

The registration as it stands, with no 
fraudulent names weeded out, is 53,932 
less than in 1896, when McKinley carried 
the city and. Cicero by 58,000.majority over 
Bryan, But not all those who have failed 
to register are Republicans. The apathy 
which has eut down the registration so 
much below that ofthe exciting election of 
1896 has affected both parties. Democrats 


"are not as wildly excited this year as when 


they were shouting for Bryan. So, admit- 
ting that the Republicans have suffered the 
most by the reduced registration, the fact 
remains that they have a margin of 58,000 
votes and can stand some loss and yet have 
votes enough left to win the day. 

As the registration books stand now, a 
majority of the names on them are those of 
Republicans. Therefore, if. the registered 
party vote can be polled two weeks hence 
the city will go Republican, and if the proper 
course is pursued during the few remain- 
ing days of the campaign by the men who 
are addressing the many meetings to be 
held, inroads can be made on the Demo- 
cratic vote. Workingmen, whose votes the 
Democratic candidates rely on, will vote 
against them if shown what the conse- 
quences of free coinage will be. When it 
is hammered into their heads that “16 to 
1” means that their savings bank deposits 
and their stock in building and Joan asso- 
ciations are to lose three fifths of their value 
they will not vote for frée silyer candidates. 

The Republican leaders have the game in 
their hands if they will work hard and work 
in the right way. They must see to it that 
the Republican voters are stirred up, so 
they will be sure to vote, and that those 
Democrats who will be the most injured 
by free coinage are not kept uninformed as 
to its consequences, Democratic. speakers 
and papers will not instruct them. It re- 
mains for Republicans to do so.

General Greely’s report to 

Work or Secretary Alger calls time- 
SIGNAL Corps ly attention to the valuable 
IN THE Wark. services of the signal corps 
during the Cuban campaign. 

This was the first great war in which the 
telephone figured to any extent, and General 
Greely is certainly correct in pointing out 
the absolute militury necessity for tele- 
graphic and telephonic confections for all 
future armies invading hostile territory. 
He evidently blames General Shafter foi not 
makjng more complete arrangements of this 
surt. He also defends the balloon as a valu- 
able military instrument, and throws alli the 
blame for its misuse at Santiago upon Gen- 
eral Shufter’s disregard of the advice given 
by the signal corps as to how it was to be 
used. But the mosf important service for 
which the signal corps must be given the 
credit is that of discovering the locatiou of 
Cervera’s fleet in Santiago harbor. General 
Greely s. report settles beyond cavil the fact 
that Colonel Allen telegraphed the informa- 
tion of Cervera’s presence on the day the 
Spanish Admiral entered the bay—May 1. 
Lieutenant Maxfield, another signal officer, 
confirmed the report later by an independent 
invegtigation. It was this early notification 
that enabled the President to set promptly 
on foot the measures which in good time 
compassed the destruction of the hostile 
fieet. No further proof of the efficiency of 

the signal service could well be required. 


IMMEDIATE EFrECTs OF ¥REE SILVER. 

he Bryanites never have agreed in their 
statements as to what the etfect of free 
coinage would be on the value of silver 
as measured by gold. Some of them have 
contended that silver would become worth 
129 cents an ounce, which was the old 
price, and that as a consequence the pur- 
chasing power of an ounce of silver would 
become more than double what it is now. 
Others have asserted that the value or pur- 
chasing power of silver would advance 
and that of goki would decrease until the 
two metals “came together” and sixteen 
ounces of silver were worth as much as one 
ounce of gold, There is no agreement, 
however, as to where they are to “ come 
together.” Some allege that silver will gain 
38 per cent in value and gold lose 33 per 
cent, Then the purchasing power of a gold 
dollar would be two-thirds of what it is 
now, ( 

Most of the free silverites admit un- 
hesitatingly that the “16 to1” dollar will 
be a cheaper dollar than the present one. 
They are not able to agree how much 
cheaper it will be, but they all demand retro- 
active legislation which shall make that 
cheaper dollar a legal tender in the payment. 
of obligations, the parties to which ex- 
pected to pay and to receive dollars of 
the present value. Yet the Bryanites never 
dare to state the specific effect of this 
desired legislation on contracts, and to de- 
fend the moratity of legislation which would 
deprive all creditors of more than 50 per 
cent of their credits. 

The assumption that the value of gold 
throughout the world will fall 30, 20, or 
10 per cent if the United States adopts 
a free coinage law and “creates a de- 
mand for silver” is absurd. But even if 
that assumption were true, existing 
creditors still would be defrauded to the 
tune of 30, 20, or 10 percent. If Bryan- 
ites think they can cheapen the gold dul- 
lar by free coinage of silver they ought 
to be content with cheapening it as re- 
gards future transactions. They will not 
accept that limitation. 

Other Bryanites contend, as has been. 
stated, that free coinage will make silver. 
worth 129 cents an.ounce in gold of the 
present value or purchasing power, and 
that, therefore, creditors will not be de- 
frauded when paid free coinage silver dol- 
lars instead of dollars containing 23 1-5 
grains of gold. This assertion that free 
coinage in the United States will more 
than double the present purchasing power 
of the 4 1-3 billions of silver in the world 
and make the bullion in a silver dollar 
as valuable as the bullion in a gold dollar is 
now is ridiculous. Even if that impossi- 
‘ble enhancement of values were to take 
place it could not be maintained, because 
the production of silver would increase 
so greatly at once as to exceed any con- 
ceivable demand. 

Not one of the men who insist that 
free coinage will more than double the 
value of silver is bold enough to con- 
tend that that will happen at once, and 
that sixteen ounces of silver will be worth 
immediately as much as an ounce of guld. 
Then they admit that all those evils will 
take place which sound money men de- 
clare will follow immediately in the wake 
of a free silver victory. 

Suppose the Presidential election of 1900 
resulted in the choice of a President and 
Congress pledged to enact a free coin- 
age jaw, with retroactive features, a few 
months later. The price of silver would 
not as the result of the elec- 
tion, but there would be un immediate 
shrinkage of credits, endless bankrupt- 
cies, and a national panic.

THE YREaCH CaBiNeT CRISIS, 
‘The world has been treated to a new

solution of the Brisson ministry after an 
existence of only a few months, The re- 
sult was precipitated by the spectacular per- 
formance of General Chanoine in resign- 
ing the portfolio of Minister of War, which 
was placed in bis hands as the successor 
ot General Zurlinden only a few weeks 
ago. | 

"The situation is ull the more surprising 
in view of the pressing nature of the con- 


‘troversy with England over the Fashoda 


affair. This seems to haye been complete- 

ly lost sight of in. the excitemert over the. 
Dreyfus case, for which the army is chietiy 

if not wholly responsible. The sudden act 

of Chanoine is attributed to the hounding 

to which he has been subjected by army 

officials, who are apparently more eager 

to carry on an anti-Semitic war in the streets 
of Paris than to meet a foreign enemy in 

central Africa. 

The first inference is that this sudden ir- 
ruption of the volcanic elements which con- 
stitute so large a portion of the governing 
factions in the [French Republic will 
operate to the direct advantage of Great 
Britain. While the French leaders are torn 
to pieces with their dissensions over in- 
ternal affairs, England, with all parties 
united and harmonious in support of its 
foreign policy, will go on strengthening it- 
self and preparing for any emergency that 
may occur either in the Soudan or nearer 
home. 

As the downfall of the Brisson ministry 
is apparently traceable directly to the hos- 
tility of the army to the steps which have 
been taken looking to a revision of. the 
Dreyfus case, the natural effect will be 
to undo what has been dene in that direc- 
tion, as it is not in the nature of a Freiich 
court to do anything distasteful to both the 
government and the army. For the present 
army influence is superior to justice and 
the people, and if the forms of revisiou 
should be gone through with the result 
is likely to be merely a repetition of the 
perversions of justice which have been 
witnessed in the past. Jt is safe say 
that this will be the inevitable outcome 
should the new Cabinet be of the charac- 
ter foreshadowed by the tumultuous pro- 
ceedings in the Chamber of Deputies on 
Tuesday last, when the rallying cry was 
“Vive l'armée” and “Down with the 
Jews.”

‘They staked their 
money on the turp of the dice of destiny, 
and if they have lest they have none but 
themselves to blame. 

No; France will not interfere, no mat- 
ter how many supplicating notes the Span- 
ish commissioners indite. Neither will 
Austria or Italy. In fact, the task of mak- 
ing the United States pay any of Spain’s 
debts of tyranny is quite too big a job for 
Germany, France, Austria, or Italy to ua- 
dertake. They are not strong enough to 
force this country to do anything against its 
will and interests, or against its ideas of 
right and justice. As for Great Britain, 
any note of this sort to the Court of St. 


James will be so much waste paper, even | 


more emphatically than were those. first 
frantic appeals from Spain at the begina- 
ning of the war. Great Britain is not the 
nation to feel any sympathy for Spain's 
murderous methods of colonial government 
or for the financial losses of the holders of 
Spanish bonds issued in support of those 
methods. | 

Spain's “ appeal,” then, is silly nonsense, 
and the sooner the Madrid government 
abandons this melodramatic sort of gallery 
play the better it will be for Spain. The 
dilatory tactics of the Spanish commission- 
ers at Paris have already taxed the pa- 


tience of the Washington administration ‘ 


about as far as can be tolerated. There 
is every reason to credit the substantial cor- 
rectness of the rumor which says that the 
President. and his Cabinet have sent to 
Paris something in the nature of an ulti- 
matum. The President has become weary 
of the continued procrastination of the 
Spaniards and has concluded that nothing 
is to be gained by allowing further delay. 
As this country will not budge from its posi- 
tion on the bond question or withdraw its 
demands as to the Philippines, it is only a 
waste of time and good money to allow this 
shuffling and dodging of the Spaniards to 
continue, A little delay could be allowed 
them for the sake of their pride and to give 


them a chance to retreat gracefully, but | 


they are overdoing the matter. This farcic- 
al round-robin “ appeal” to the powers is 
so much too much. It is time to bring Spain 
to its knees and fisish up the business of the 
Paris commission. 

As long as Spain is allowed to continue its 
ridiculous schemes for evading the inevita- 
ble punishment for its crimes, the United 
States must continue to be under the enor- 
mous expense of maintaining ita armies on 
a semi-war footing. To continue doing this 
any longer will result in good to nobody, 
and the President has evidently sent word 
to the Paris commissioners that it shall 
cease. The firm policy compelling the evac- 
nation of Porto Rico and Cuba on definite 
dates ig to be applied no less sternly to the 
issues before the Paris commission.

What Disarmament Would Mean—So- | 


cial and Industrial Effect of Turning 
Loose Europe’s Horde of Soldiers. . 


Mr. Kipling’s notion of ” The Truce of the 
Bear” may after all prevail. The echoes of 
the Czar’s call for peace and disarmament 
are waning, while preparations for war are 
increasing on every hand. The Czar’s peace 
conference of the nations may be held, but 
wher it meets it will find the armed camps 


more extensive and mvre populous than 


when the call fer it was issued. Neverthe- 
less, if only as a bit of academic reckoning, 
it may be of interest to consider what would 
be tne immediate effect of disarmament upon 
the eocial and industrial state of Europe.’ 
Take, first, the standing armies, on a peace 
fooling, of the six great powers. They num- 
ber as follows: Russia, 870,000; Germany. 


505,060; France, 500,000; Great Britain, 4 


000: Austria-Hungary, 359,000; and Italy, 
185,000. There are 2,960,000 men who are 
now non-productive and supported by the 
governments at public expense. Disband- 
ment would relieve the nations of the cost 
of supporting them. It would elso send that 
vast army of men in the prime of young man- 


- hood into thre already crowded marts of com- 


merce and the workshops of industry. Such 
an invasion would unquestionably have a 
marked effect. We may form some idea of 
it by Imagining a million or more able-bodied 
"young men suddenly added to the pepulation 
of the United States. Only in those older 
countries there would not be a tithe of ihe 
room for them that there would be here. 
The increase of pressure and of competition 
in the “ struggle for life’’ would be encr- 
mous. 

Let us now goa step further. The war 
footings of the various armies is as follows: 
France, 4.00),000; Germany, 4,000,000; Rus- 
sla. 3.500.000; Austria-Hungary. 2,500,060; 
Italy, 2,000,000; and Great Britain, 015,000. 
The total is 16,215,000 men. ‘They, not to 
mention millions of others now superannu- 


ated for military but not for industrial pur- 
poser, have been trained and disciplined in. 


the army and thus have been made not only 
capable soldiers but immeasurably more 
capable workingmen than they were before 
or than they ever would have been without 
their army training. In a majority of cares 
the army takes a somewhat loutish yonth 
and makes a skillful. competent man of him. 
It is possible that, as has been seriously e=sti- 
mated, the increase thus effected in indus- 
trial productive capacity fully counterbal- 
ances the cost of maintaining the army. 
Well, disarmament would mean the stoppage 
of all that disciplining and training and de- 
veloping of men’s abilities. That in a few 
years would also have a marked effect upon 
social and industrial affairs. 

We do not for a moment doubt that in time 
all conditions would be satisfactorily and 
bencficially readjusted and that the new 
state of Europe would be better than_the 


old. Nevertheless, the change would an 


- a social and industrial revolution lasting for 


several years and probably working great

ve Reason for the Fashoda Dispute. 

The facts on which the Fashoda dispute is 
based are much deeper than is generally 
supposed. At first sight it would appear as 
if the French were grasping at a shadow 
and disregarding the substance in perti- 
naciously laying claim to an apparently bar- 
ren and unproductive spot while neglecting 
the fertile district of Bahr el Ghagal. But 
this is by no means the case. Fashoda isa 
point of incalculable importance to France, 
and it is correspondingly important that we 
should frustrate. her designs in that direc- 
tion. 

It is her cherished project to make a rail- 
way from east to west of Africa, in order to 
divide the continent and thus prevent the 
joining of the two British spheres (north 
and south) by direct communication. With 
this object in view she has obtained from 
Menelek concessions to build a railway right 
across Abyssinia, the line being already in 
constructian. It 1s essential to the scheme 


that this line should be carried through to } 


Fashoda. 
But it is equally essential that we should 


retain Fashoda, both for the prevention of 
the plan—which would be a severe blow to 
British interests—and for the establishmen! 
of that Cape to Cairo communication whict 
will give us supremacy in Africa. The !<« 
sues at stake are so vital to both countries 
that a conflict between them is more serious- 
ly threatened than most people are disposed 
to think.—London Saturday Review. 


Ignorance and Carelessness of Velun- 
teers and Their Cooks. 


These observations on the causes of the 
sickness and the complaints of the volun- 
teers in the camps were written by a man 
who served in one of the regiments of vol- 
unteers with the rank of Ordnance Sergeant: 

“I may say that I have never known Sec- 
retary Alger and have ne interest in him, 
but heaven help him if he has to shoulder 
the shortcomings of all the play-soldier vol- 
unteer officers. I will further say that my 
duties as Ordnance Sergeant took me sev- 
eral times into the camps of regulars, both 
infantry and cavalry, where I went to be in- 
structed in the use of the Krag-Jérgensen 
rife, with which our force was to be armed 
if it went to the front, which it didnot. I 
bunked with the regulars over night, met 
their cooks and those in charge of supplies, 
and saw all their methods of handling the 
food, ete.; from its storage to its service at 
mess to the men. It ia needless to add that 
I had the same privilege in my own camp, 
for, being q@ regimental Ordnance Sergeant, 
I had the choice of my company for my 
meals, and I went the rounds and took meals 
with each of the twelve companies. 

** Now, In the volunteers, while fresh meat 
was frequently issued to the companies, the 
company. cooks did not seem to understand 
its. care in the hot climate or how to prepare 
it. This was due to constant friction in the 
company kitchens, caused by fréquent shift- 
ing of the cooks and their assistants, who 
were appointed by their Captains to serve for 
a week, with the privilege of resigning or 


staying at the expiration of that term. Now,. 


with the regulars I found it the practice to 
select the cooks on their own application 
and a demonstration of their ability. In con- 
sequence the cooking in the three companies 


of regulars I was with was all that was to. 


be desired, and the food and service would 

be acceptable to even a fastidious appetite. 
“ As to the issue of rations to the regulars, 

the company Quartermaster Sergeant soon 


learns how much food he is privileged to: 


draw, and he kicks like a steer if there be 
any shortage, unless the trouble occurs on 
the battle line, when, of course, hardships 
of all kinds have to be tolerated. In my reg- 
iment even the chief Quartermaster did not 
seem to know the quantity of food he was 
privileged to draw, and there was often a 
great shcertage. 1. have known the whole 
regiment to have !ssued for a week at a time 
nothing but sow belly (Bacon), coffee, and 
hardtaek. Such a thing would not be toler- 
om in a camp of regulars for two days.

Millions of Rupees Coined Illicitly ip 
the Native States--Great Growth of 
India Cotton Mills. | 


When the government of British Indi 
closed the mints to the coinage of silver in 
1893 it was predicted that private enterprise 
would find a way of frustrating its inten- 
tions. Sir David Barbour combated the 
idea and gave his reasons for believing that 
the measuve would give rise to little or ne 
illicit coining. The experience of the three 
following years seemed to justify his fore- 


- east, as nothing was detected in that direc- 


tion, although the circulation of rupees was 
carefully observed. Matters, however, have 
assumed recently a different aspect. Ac- 
cording to one of the Indian papers, the net 
import of silver for those three years was 
26,000, 000 ounces, while for the famine year 
1807-98, it has risen to over 44,000,00f 
eunces, With this enormous augmentation 
of the silver imports in one year, there has 
been an increase of rupees in circulation,, 
principally of the years 1840 and 1862.

ATMOSPHERE HIS WIRES. 


TESLA SAYS NIAGARA COULD SUPPLY 
THE ELECTRICAL WORLD. 


Quantities of Electricity to Be Con- 
ducted from the Generating Station 
to Points Where the Air Is Rare- 
fied and Then Conducted Through 
Natural Media for Unlimited Dis- 
tances—Plans Said to Be Prgctically 
Applicable. 


New York, Oct. 26.—Nikola Tesla, the 
electrician, describes in today’s issue of the 
Electrical Review a possibility in electric 
power transmission. 

His inventions for transmitting electricity 
at high pressure over long distances have 
been successfully applied at many natural 
sources of power. 

Probably the most important of these 
plants in the Unitel States is at Niagara 
Falls, costing over $6,000,000 to install, 
which supplies electricity to many large 
factories and furnishes electric power for 
running the trolley lines of the City of Buf- 
falo, twenty-six miles distant. 

The announcement is now made that by 
employing apparatus which he had invented, 
capable of generating electrical pressures 
vastly in excess of any heretofore used, lo- 
cated at natural sources of power, the cur- 
rent can be conducted to a terminal main- 
tained at an elevation where the rarified 
atmosphere is capable of conducting freely 
the particular current produced; then, ata 
distant point where the energy is to be used 
commercially, to maintain a second terminal 
at about the same elevation to attract and 
receive the current and to convey it to the 
earth through special means for transform- 
ing and utilizing it. 

With the article an illustration is present- 
ed showing streams of electricity issuing 
from a single terminal, giving an estimated 
electrical pressure of 2,500,000 volts. 

The Electrical Review comments on Mr. 
Tesla’s novel and startling ideas as follows: 
‘‘ Tesla now proposes to transmit, without 
the use of any wires, through the natural 
media—the earth and the air—great amounts 
of power to distances of thousands of miles. 
This will appear a dream—a tale.from the 
‘Arabian Nights.’ But the extraordinary 
discoveries Tesla has made during a number 


make it evident that his work in this field 
has passed a stage of laboratory experiment 
and is ready for a practical test on an in- 
dustrial scale. 

“The success of his efforts means that 
power from such sources as Niagara Falls 
will become available in any part of the 
world, regardless of distance."’

Not only is he equerry to her Majesty, but 
he her sort of maid-of-all-work. 
That is to say, he is ready at a moment's no~- 
tice to undertake al! sorta of duties and cdd 
jobs about court, and there is scarcely & sin- 
gle branch of the royal establishment with 
which he has not been at one time or another 


connected. 


Thus he has repeatedly acted as her pri- 
vate secretary, and figures on the lst of the 
royal household as assistant private serre- 
tary, the private secretaryship being a par- 
ticularly responsible post, since all state pa- 
pers and government dispatches, even those 


of the most confidential character destined 


for the perusal or signature of the Queen, 
pass through his hands. 

Another title which he holds is that of as- 
sistant master of the royal household, and as 
such he takes charge of the control of the 
entire royal establishment whenever the 
master, Colonel Lord Edward Pelham Ciin- 


ton, is away. 


Yet another important office held by Col- 


onel Carington is that of secretary to the 


Lord Great Chamberlain, as which it is his 
duty to conduct the search of the vaults and 
the cellars beneath the Hotses of Pariia- 
ment at the commencement of each seasion. 
This is more of an historical ceremony than. 
a measure of precaution, and it dates back 
to the day of King James I. and of the gun- 
powder plot. 

It is scarcely necessary to relate here the 
time-honored story of how Guy Fawkes was 
discovered concealed in the vaults beneath 
the Houses of Pardament equipped with a 
dark lantern and fuses, and surrounded by a 
large number of barrels of gunpowder all 
ready to blow Kings, Lords, and Commons 
into eternity. 

But from that time to this Parliament 
vaults and cellars have always been solemn- 
ly searched at the beginning of every ses- 
sion. Colonel Carington, who invariably 
dons for the occasion full. uniform, is es- 
corted by Black Rod and the other officers of 
Parliament, as well as by torch and lantern 
bearers, and by a detachment of the Yeomen 
of the Guard in their quaint old untforms, 
dating back to the reign of King Henry VIII. 
Of course the ceremony is altogether super- 
fluous, for the vaults are Hghted as clear as 
day by electricity, and the place is perfectly 
guarded by the detachment of metropolitan 
police on duty at Westminster. 


The Colonel’s wife was a Miss Julia Warden 
of New York, and a sister of that extreme!y 
popular personage, “ Billy ’’ Warden, who 
was as much at home in the most exclusive 
circles of London society as in those of Paris. 
There are few American women marrie¢é to 
Englishmen who enjoy such a high degree of 
popularity as Mrs. Carington, although, un- 
like most of the transatlantic consorts of 
scions of the British nobility, she was nét an 
heiress. 

Until three years ago Colone!l “ Bill” was 
heir apparent to the Earldom and large es- 
tates of his elder brother. But he ceased to 
be so when the Countess of Carington, after 
a years of marriage, gave birth to a 

y.- 


There is always a good deal of confusion 
in connection with the name of this noble 
family. The original patronymic was Smith, 
and the founder of the house wasthe banker 
of England’s great Prime Minister, Pitt. It 
was the latter who procured the peerage 
for the frst Lord Carington, which was most 
reluctantly granted by George III., with the 
sour remark that although he could make 
the banker a peer, he coula not make him a 
gentlemen, alludirg, of course, to the ab- 
sence of blue blood in his veins. 

The father of the present peer and of Col- 
onel Carington obtained the royal license to 
drop the name of Smith altogether and to 
assume that of Carington as the family 
patronymic. 

Not content with this the present peer for 
some mysterious reason or another had his 
name still further changed by royal license 
in 1880 from Carrington to Carington a 
change which has led to boundless con- 
fusion. 


Let me add in conclusion that Colonel 
Carington is infinitely better Mked than his 
elder brother, the Earl, who rightly or 
wrongly enjoys the reputation of being too 
much on the make and too kean altogether 
in driving a sharp bargain. It may be re- 
membered that Grenville Murray drew at- 
tention to this peculiarity of his character 
when he portrayed him under the name of 
** Bob Chousington” in his “ Sidelights of 
English Society,”’ a portrait which led to 
Murray being horsewhipped by the Eari. In 
the lawsuit which ensued Murray was un- 
fortunate enough to commit perjury and was 
obliged to spend the remainder of His days in 
exile abroad in order to avoid the penalty at- 
tached to this offense. 


Although the Archbishop of Canterbury is 
one of the pillars of the temperance party in 
Great Britain and asstiredly the most forci- 
ble and eloquent advocate of the movement, 
yet he does not carry his views about the 
matter to the extent of depriving his guests 
of wine. For at the banquet which he has 
just given to the clergy and laiety of Canter- 
bury on the occasion of his visitation, not 
only the viands, but likewise the wines, were 
on a most sumptuous ang liberal scale.

“Poor but honest. Look in the chest of 
drawers.”

WILL FIGHT TO THE FINISH. 


Anti-Cigaret Case to Be Taken to United 
States Supreme Court if Rehear- 
ing Is Denied. 


The Chicago Pharmaceutical association 
and the Chicago Cigar and Tobacco associa- 
tion have determined to carry their case to 
the Supreme Court of the United States, in 
case their petition for a rehearing in the anti- 
cigaret ordinance case is denied by the Iili- 
nois Supreme Court. 

President M. W. Diffiey of the tobacco- 
nists’ association said last night the case 
would be carried to the court of the highest 
resort. He said the main point involved was 
whether the City Council could prohibit the 
sale of a commodity as such by 
custom.

AID BY HUMANE SOCIETY: 


INVESTIGATION OF CHARGES MADE 
BY MRS. EMMA HOECHENER. 
Woman Says Her Son’s Death Was Due 
te Lack of Care in the Orphanage at 
High Ridge—Declares He and Her 
Little Daughter Were Cruaelly 
Beaten by the Sisters in Charge of 
the Institution —Dr. Kiaus Gives 

Credit to Her Assertions. 


The Chicago Humane society began the In- 
vestigation of charges made by Mrs. Emma 
Hoechener, 1483 West Fifteenth placé, 
against the Catholic Sisterhood of Poor Hand- 
maidens of Christ,which conducts an orphan- 
age at High Ridge. Mrs. Hoechener charges 
her 4-year-old daughter Elsie was inhuman- 
ly beaten, and that her &-year-old son 
George, who died at the orphanage last 
Friday, was not only beaten so that large 
welts appeared on his body, but that he was 
not taken proper care of after he fell ill 
of pneumonia. 

Dr. C. F. Klaus, 979 West Twenty-second 
street, who examined the little girl's body 
a few days ago, substantiates the n 


‘that she must have been badly beaten. 8 


also expressed the opinion that the boy had 
been treated improperly for pneumonia, and- 
that the two little children had been badly 
eared for in other ways, 

Mrs. Hoechener has a sister who is'a 
nun of the same order that conducts the 
High Ridge orphanage, and until recently 
this sister was at the orphanage. The 
mother of the children first complained to 
the City Health department, but Dr. F. W. 
Reilly, Assistant Health Commissioner, did | 
not believe the case came in the line of the 
department’s duties, and the mother was 
directed to the Chicago Humane society. 
Secretary Forbes put Officer Little in charge 
of the investigation. 

Dr. Klaus was positive in most of the 
statements which he made « the 
children. . 

“ Both the girl and the ore were remark- 
ably healthy,” he said, “and there can be 
no doubt about the character of some of the 
marks on their bodies. There is a deep 
black victen on the arm and another on the 
leg of the little girl which must have been 
made. by a leather strap or some ogeaby se- 
vere instrument of punishment. There is a 
deep hole in her shoulder which may. have 
started. from a similar blow. -The body of 
the little boy had the same kind.of bruises. 
They were not marks of decomposition. 

* The boy plainly had died.of pneumonia, 
and there were plenty of indications that he 
had mot been given proper care. If the 
usual method of. treatment with hot com- 
presses had been used red marks would have 
been visible on. the body. The children had 
not been receiving sufficient food.”’ 

The institution, which is known as the 
Guardian Angel Orphanage, is a large brick 
building in Devon avenue, High Ridge, 
where the children of indigent Germatis of 
Chicago are cared for by the German sis- 
terhood. The Mother Superior does not 
speak English, but through one of the sis- 
ters, who acted as interpreter, she said she 
had no knowledge that the two children had 
not been given the best of treatment by the 
sisters. The little boy, she said, was cared 
for by competent physicians during his iH- 
ness. She was inclined to commiserate Mrs. 
Hoechener’s charges as the resuit of grief 
at losing her son. 

Dr. Springer, Coroner’s physician, who . 
held an inquest on the body, gave the cause 
of death as pneumonia, but he took notice 
also of the discolorations, indicating in his 
report that they were the result of violence.

GARBAGE COMMITTEE TO ACT. 


Mayor Hopes That Body Will Solvethe 


Perplexing Municipal Prob- 
lem Soon. 


Mayor Harrison announced yesterday he 
was in the dark as to what would be the 
outcome of the garbage problem and all he 
could hope for was that when the special 
committee met some solution could be found. 

“One thing seems certain,’”’ said the 
Mayor, “‘and that is the city cannot build 
reduction works. If we were to try that we 
would have another Tuley decision in our 
way. The establishment of reduction works 
would mean that the city was going into 
the business of manufacturing lubricating 
olls and other products of the garbage, and 
it has no such power under its charter. 

“It: would be legal, however for the city 
to build garbage crematories, but it is a 
question whether that is an advisable 
method. We will have to have more light 
on. the matter before we can come to a 
conclusion.” 

Several hundred attended the 
meeting of the Board of Local Improve- 
ments. Commissioner Graham of the West 
Park board asked to have an ordinance 
passed for a sewer in Washington boule- 
vard, between Forty-eighth and Fifty-sec- 
ond avenues. His request was granted.

Propused Division of Passenger 
Business Knocked Out 
by Decision. 


AFFECI'S THE GRAIN TRADE. 


The decision of the United States Supreme 
Court will probably lead to the speedy abo- 
lition of the differential passenger fares be- 
tween Chicago and New York. The standard 
lines have been long seeking for the op- 
portunity which now presents itself to get 
rid of them without embarrassment to them- 
selves. 

The Board of Managers of the Joint Traffic 
association has hertofore refused to grant 
the applications to do away with differential 
fares, but the standard lines can no longer 
be restrained by this body. 

The Supreme Court’s decision holding all 
agreements fixing and regulating rates 
illegal, gives the standard lines the desired 
opportunity to take the matter into their 
own hands and meet the rates made by the 
differential lines, and they propose to avail 
themselves of this opportunity unless the 
differential lines should agree to advance 
their rates to the figures charged by the 
standard lines. 

It is probable the latter can be prevalied 
upon to do this, as otherwise they would 
have to meet every reduction made by the 
standard lines, and a serious passenger rate 
war would be the result. 

The proposition to reorganize the Western 
Passenger association and divide it into 
two separate organizations, one east and 
the other west of the Missouri River, has 
also been abandoned for the present on ac- 
count of the Supreme Court’s decision. 

The proposition to divide the business upon 
agreed percentages could not be adopted 
without coming into direct conflict with the 
law as expounded by the Supreme Court. 


Helps Chicago and New York. 

It is believed by grain shippers here that 
the Supreme Court decision will have the 
effect of reinstating Chicago and New York 
in their old places in the grain trade. 

The loss of prestige as to leading grain 
markets of the country by New York and 
Chicago has been due to the determination 
of the Board of Managers of the Joint Traf- 
fic association to keep up the rates between 
the two cities all the time, while the rates 
through all other gateways were permitted 
to be made as low as the shippers wanted 


them. 
The effect of the decision is already made 


apparent by the low rates made on grain | 


during the last two days from Chicago to 
the Atlantic seaboard. 


Passenger Agents to Confer. 

A joint conference of special committees 
of the Western Passenger association, New 
York Trunk Line Passenger committee, New 
England Passenger committee, Passenger 
Traffic Manager McNicoll of the Canddian 
Pacific, and General Passenger Agent Davis 
of the Grand Trunk will be held in Chair- 
man Caldwell’s office today. The object is 
to strengthen the agreement for the main- 
tenance of uniform rates on immigrant busi- 
ness. 

Since the commencement of the Klondike 
rate war the Canadian Pacific has not been 
@ party to the immigrant rate agreement, 
and the intention now is to bring ji back 
into the fold. 

This conference was called prior to the 
promulgation of the Supreme Court's de- 
cision in the Joint Traffic association case. 

Duubt is now expressed whether the rail- 
roads can continue the immigrant clearing- 
house under that ruling, as it is believed to 
be a combination in restraint of trade and 
traffic. All the immigrant business coming 
to New York and destined to the West is 
now sent through the clearing-house. 


Half-Fare Permits to Clergymen. 

Hereafter the Western Passenger associa- 
tion and the Southwestern Passenger asso- 
ciation will issue a joint clergy half-fare 
permit to clergymen which is to be signed 
by the chairmen of both associations and 
which is to be honored by all the roads in 
the territory of both. The charge for the 
permit has been increased from 50 cents to 
$1 each. 

It was also decided to discontinue the sale 
of half-fare tickets to discharged or sick 
soldiers or soldiers on furlough on Nov. 1, 
because soldiers or parties disguised as sol- 
diers have been getting tickets from dif- 
ferent roads and selling them to scalpers.
